protection service. For many years 
the company has been furnishing this 
service for $400 annually. A new tar- 
iff, filed under date of March 1, with 
thn Pennsylvania Public Service com- 
mission, raises the rate to $25 per hy- 
drant. There are about 50 hydrants 
in use so that the total increase in 
cost will be nearly $800. 


At the same time that the water 


company announced this action i't told 
consumers throughout the town of a 
general raise in rates. These gener- 
illy run from 33 to 50 per cent, for 
louse fixtures. A 
slight 
increase, 


•amounting to only two cents a thous- 
and gallons, is announced for heavy 
neter consumers. 
The raise announo- 


d now has been delayed for several 
rears in the hope that the cost of la- 
bor and materials would come down 
and the increase be unnecessary. The 
water company is the last of the local 
public service concerns to make an 
increase.

Frank Kiser died at 9 o’clock on Thurs­ 
day night in the Frederick City hospital 
without having regained consciousness.

Homes Struck by Lightning. 


Two residences in Biglerville were hit 
and slightly damaged in the mid-winter 
electrical storm which passed over Adams 
county on Friday evening. No one was 
hurt but occupants of the houses had nar­ 
row escapes. The residence of Waybright 
Rice in that borough was somewhat dam­ 
aged when lightning, following the rain- 
spout to a point about four feet from the 
ground, was deflected and entered a corn­ 
er of the kitchen, shattering the drying 
board at the sink, scattering dishes about, 
and breaking a number of them.

RELATIVE OF VON HEINRICH 


At Her Headquarters in Antwerp She 
Collected Information Which Was 
Forwarded to German Headquar­ 
ters— Had Two Accomplices. 


London.- -Many details 
about 
the 
life of the “blond-haired lady,” who 
served as a German chief of spies in 
the war, have been given by a colonel 
in the French counter espionage serv­ 
ice who knew her well, according to 
a London Times Paris correspondent. 


This colonel, who was then a cap­ 
tain, spent some months during the 
war at Antwerp and saw most of the 
people who visited the lady, for it was 
his duty to supply these visitors with 
false information or true information 
when too late to use. 
The chateau, 
which the witnesses at Lille believed 
to be outside Antwerp, was in reality 
in the center of the city. It was a ho­ 
tel in the boulevard de la Loi, a ma­ 
jestic building which thosfe who were 
brought blindfolded in a motor car 
with drawn blinds might well have 
taken for a chateau in the country­ 
side. 


Related to General von Heinrich. 
The bloiul-haired lady was certainly 
a relative of General von Ilelnrlch, 
though the exact relationship still re­ 
mains uncertain. She was a line wom­ 
an, being slim and unlike the major­ 
ity of her fellow countrywomen. 
The 
Frau Doktor, as she was addressed 
by her colleagues, spoke French with­ 
out a trace of a foreign accent and 
showed by her manner and dress that 
she had lived for a long time in 
France, and probably In Paris. 
She 
used to address her agents with a 


French 
cigarette between her lips, 
leaning back seductively in a large 
armchair, 
She never spoke harshly, 
but, on the contrary, in sweet, even 
tones> no doubt gaining much which 
her masculine confederates of the Ger­ 
man general staff lost through their 
air of brutality. 


Accomplices of the German Spy. 
Two rcu?n lived in the “chateau” 
with her, a> man who posed as an Eng­ 
lish fop with? a monocle pretending to 
be a journalist on a London paper, 
and an oilieer of the German G. II. Q. 
The fop, the French colonel states, 
was the proprietor of a hotel in tho 
same boulevumA de la IU)i, and the 
German officer, Keffer by mame, had 
as his last duty the control <i>f the in­ 
formation upon the allies* submarine 
bases at Calais* and D u nkirk and the 
numbers and changes in the morth of 
France. 
The btond-haired; Fady, be­ 
sides using part of her tim e in be­ 
guiling poor unfortunates into betray­ 
ing their countryuaieiK collated* Eier in­ 
formation before- forwarding it to Ger­ 
many.

Rocket to Go Up 200 Miles 


Device to te»t highest air regions near comoletioa; 


may shoot at far at the moon. 
« 


A method of sending apparatus to the hitherto uiireached higher 


layers of the air, to the regions beyond the earth's atmosphere, and even 
as far as the moon itself, is described by Prof. Jiobert H. Goddard in a 
recent publication for the Smithsonian institution. 


The new apparatus is a multiple-charge high-efficiency rocket of an 


entirely new design. 


"The great scientific value of Prof. Goddard's experiments." says the 


announcement, "lies in the popfibility of sending recording apparatus to 
extreme altitudes within the eartli's atmosphere. 


"The nature of the higher levels of the air has for a long time been 


a subject of speculation as to their chemical composition, temperature, 
electrical nature, density, ozone content, etc. 
The highest level that has 


ever been reached up to the present time with the recording instruments 
is about nineteen mile?, accomplished with a free balloon. 


"As the earth's atmosphere extends tome 200 miles out, there is a great 


unknown region, knowledge of \\hich would greatly benefit the science 
of meteorology. 


''The balloon with its recording apparatus requires several hours to 


ascend to its highest altitude, drift* horizontally for a considerable period 
of tune, and may come down at a great distance from its starting point. 
Its recovery by ihc sender depends on the chance of its descent being no- 
ticed and on the willingness of the finder to return it. 


"Thus it may be days or weeks before the record taken is made avail- 


able. On the other hand, the new rocket apparatus would go straight up 
and come straight down, the whole operation probably consuming less than 
half an hour. Thus daily observations at any desired altitude for use in 
weather prediction could be easily taken."

In Asia Minor, south of the Black 


sea and north of the Taurus, moun- 
tains, is a region known in former 
times as- rappado< in, \\hich anciently 
was a pr»Mnce of the Persian king- 
dom. 
It was famous- for its horses. 


Later tho imadmg Romans: found 


there an agricultural population \\hoso 
villages looked for defense to formid- 
able fortresses 
that 
frowned 
from 


nearby hilltops. These the conquerors 
destroyed. 


It is a lofty and rushed plateau, 


manifestly lone: ago the vceno of tre- 
mendous -soloj'me activity, the burning 
mountains poiinnc: torth \asf quan- 
tities, of mud. \\liich hardened into 
rock. It is a phenomenon familiar in 
many parls ctf the world. Rut in the 
district west and southwest of Mount 
Argaeus erosion by water and \\oatlior- 
Ing has produced an exlraordinarj re- 
sult, the whole landscape being thickly 
sprinklod with small cone shaped hills. 


Tho people of that district use them 


oxtonshely for domiciliary purposes. 
It is an easy matter with pickax and 
shovel to dig out tho interior of one 
of tho cones and convert it into a com- 
fortable dwelling.

Moro Chieftain Lived to 


Be Eighty-Three Years Old; 


Remarkable Age for Tropics 


The tombs of 
some 
of the More* 


chiefs of the Philippines are a curious 
'•o'ubin.'ition of native ingenuity and 
ei\ilized nnory. An ancient and dis- 
tinguished Moro chieftain Is said to 
have lived to be 8.°. years old—a re- 
markable age for the tropics whore 
men and women matnro early ami die 
young, according to American stand- 
ards. This chieftahx Benguito, was not 
only a distinguished warrior of a pow- 
erful tribe, but also a wise diplomat. 
Ho held his tribe under firm control 
during many turbulent periods. 
He 


w-as usually at pence with the Span- 
iards when they had control of the 
islands, 
but 
when he 
occasionally 


struck, perhaps on the advent of a new 
Spanish governor-general, he struck 
hard, and with such savage ferocity 
and good generalship, followed by a 
masterly disappearance of the entire 
tribe into the jungle fastnesses, that 
the Spaniards, after some show of pur- 
suit, were glad to make a peace treaty 
and leave Benguito to the management 
and administration of his own tribal 
affairs. When the Americans took pos- 
session of the Philippines, Benguito 
with unusual discrimination for a na- 
tive refused to be led into the Agul- 
naldo revolution, maintaining a digni- 
fied but armed and watchful neutral- 
ity, and when he saw clearly, 
long 


ahead of the other native chiefs, the 
rising star of the Americans, he grace- 
fully suggested a coalition or treaty 
with the United States which nearly 
took the breath away from the Ameri- 
can authorities, some of whom had 
about concluded that the only way to 
make peace with the Moro was with 
a Krag rifle. 


P>enguito's body lay in state for 35 


dr.ys within his tomb, constructed of 
bamboo 
framework, 
but 
decorated 


with white cloth 
after 
the Moslem 


fashion, for he and his tribe were de- 
vout Mohammedans.

To Build Home Cheaply, 
Construct From Material 
to Be Had on the Site 


The way to own a homo nt a inint- 
trrnm of oxpon.se is to build it of ma­ 
terial already on the site--earth, for 
Inslnnco. 


The requisite earth may he had for 
the dipgiiifr, and there is nothing to 
pay for transportation. In England this 
idea is being taken up, with the expec­ 
tation that the building of rammed 
earth dwelling houses on an extensive 
scale will help importantly to solve the 
housing problem, bricks being scarce 
nnd expensive. 


There are in European countries 
many such buildings that date actually 
from prehistoric times. 
In parts of 
France and Spain this simplest of all 
methods of house construction lias 
long been practiced, and recently it 
has boon adopted with great success 
In South Africa and other British col­ 
onics. 


Planks are set up on edge to form a 
mold, and the space between is tilled 
with earth, which is then rammed as 
tight as possible. 
The ramming, of 
course, can be done much more advan­ 
tageously and cheaply by machine; 
likewise the digging. 


If the subsoil be clay, the latter, 
mixed with straw and ••puddled,” fur­ 
nishes a first class material, utilizable 
In the same way. 
This Is what is 
called in England “rob building." The 
birthplace of Sir Walter Raleigh was 
a cob house, and it is in as good con­ 
dition as ever today.

Small Cone Shaped Asia 
Minor Hills Transformed 
by Natives Into Houses 


In Asia Minor, south of the Black 
sea and north of the Taurus moun­ 
tains, Is a region known in former 
times as Cnppndooia, which anciently 
was a province of the Persian king­ 
dom. It was famous for its horses. 


Later the invading Itomans found 
there an agricultural population whose 
villages looked for defense to formid­ 
able fortresses 
that 
frowned from 
nearby hilltops. These the conquerors 
destroyed. 


It is a lofty and rugged plateau, 
manifestly long ago the scene of tre­ 
mendous volcanic activity, the burning 
mountains pouring forth vast quan­ 
tities of mud, which hardened into 
rock. It is a phenomenon familiar In 
many parts of the world. But in the 
district west and southwest of Mount 
Argaeus erosion by water and weather­ 
ing has produced an extraordinary re­ 
sult, the whole landscape being thickly 
sprinkled with small cone shaped hills. 


The people of that district use them 
extensively for domiciliary purpose.«. 
It is an easy matter with pickax and 
shovel to dig out the interior of one 
of the cones and convert it into a com­ 
fortable dwelling. This is done usual­ 
ly in such wise as to leave ••floors” in­ 
tact, some of the larger houses having 
as many as nine stories. 
Windows 
and a door are. of course, provided. 


Many of the houses seem to have 
been occupied since prehistoric times. 
Some of them are known to have been 
tenanted by Christian monks In the 
fourth century, and it is believed by 
arche*ologists that the “ant hill dwel­ 
lings** of Cappadoria were inhabited 
by the II it lit es 3,8lK) years ago.

Anhinga Plant in Brazil’s 


Rivers Used to Make Paper 


In the soft beds of mud that line so 
many of Brazil's sluggish rivers, the 
plant anhinga grows so profusely that 
an eMimated total of 100,000 tons 
could 
be 
exported 
annually. 
The 
anhinga is now Known as the raw 
material from which cellulose is ob­ 
tained for the manufacture of linen 
paper: but recent experiments show 
that the fibers may be transformed 
chemically iitfo 
an 
artificial 
cotton 
fiber, of structure even superior to 
that of the genuine article. 
One mill 
is now bus\ with this new work, while 
efforts are being made to adapt aban­ 
doned sugar mills to the process. 


A method of sending apparatus to the hitherto tmreaehed higher 
layers of the air, to the regions beyond the earth’s atmosphere, and even 
as far as the moon itself, is described by Prof. Robert H. Goddard in a 
recent publication for the Smithsonian institution. 


The new apparatus is a mulliple-charge high-efficiency rocket of an 
entirely new desipn, 


“The great scientific value of Frof. Goddard’s experiments,” says the 
announcement, “lies in the possibility of sending recording apparatus to 
extreme altitude* within the eartVs atmosphere. 


‘T he nature of the higher levels of the air has for a long time been 
n subject of speculation as to their chemical composition, temperature, 
electrical nature, density, ozone content, ctc. 
The highest level that has 
ever been reached up to the present time with the recording instruments 
is about nineteen miles, accomplished with a free balloon. 


“As the earth's atmosphere extends some 200 miles out, there is a great 
unknown region, knowledge of which would greatly benefit the science 
of meteorology. 


“The balloon with its recording apparatus requires several hours to 
ascend to its highest altitude, drifts horizontally for a considerable period 
of time, and may come down at a groat distance from its starting point. 
Its recovery by the sender depends on the chance of its descent being no­ 
ticed and on the willingness of the finder to return it. 


“Thus it may be days or weeks before the record taken is made avail­ 
able. On the other hand, the new rocket apparatus w6uld go straight up 
and come straight down, the whole operation probably consuming less than 
half an hour. 
Thus daily observations at any desired altitude for use in 
weather prediction could be easily Taken.’* 


Moro Chieftain 
Lived to 
Be Eighty-Three Years Old; 
Remarkable Age for Tropics 


Tho tombs of 
some 
of the More 
chiefs of the Philippines are a curious 
combination of native Ingenuity and 
civilized finery. An ancient and dis­ 
tinguished Moro chieftain is said to 
have lived to be 83 years old—a re­ 
markable age for the tropics where 
tnen and women mature early and die 
young, according to American stand­ 
ards. This chieftahv Benguito, was not 
only a distinguished warrior of a pow­ 
erful tribe, but also a wise diplomat. 
He held his tribe under fit’in control 
during many turbulent periods. 
He 
was usually at peace with the Span­ 
iards when they had control of the 
islands, 
but 
when 
he 
occasionally 
struck, perhnps on the advent of a new 
Spanish governor-general, 
he struck 
hard, and with such savage ferocity 
and good generalship, followed by a 
masterly disappearance of the entire 
tribe Into the jungle fastnesses, that 
the Spaniards, after some show of pur­ 
suit, were glad to make a peace treaty 
and leave Benguito to the management 
and administration of his own tribal 
affairs. When the Americans took pos­ 
session of the Philippines, Benguito 
with unusual discrimination for a na­ 
tive refused to bo led into the Agui- 
naldo revolution, maintaining a digni­ 
fied but armed and watchful neutral­ 
ity, and when he saw clearly, 
long 
ahead of the other native chiefs, the 
rising star of the Americans, he grace­ 
fully suggested a coalition or treaty 
with the United States which nearly 
took the breath away from the Ameri­ 
can authorities, some of whom had 
about concluded that the only way to 
make peace with the Moro was with 
a Krag rifle. 


Benguito’s body lay in state for 35 
days within his tomb, constructed of 
bamboo 
framework, 
but 
decorated 
with white cloth 
after 
the Moslem 
fashion, for he and his tribe were de­ 
vout Mohammedans. The body of the 
old chief was placed in a sitting pos­ 
ture.

THIS AND THAT 


A inelhotl of sending apparatus to the hitherto ujireached higher 
lavers of the air, to the regions beyond the earth's atmosphere, and even 
as far as the moon itself, is de$icrihod by Prof. Robert H. Goddard in a 
recent publication for tho Sinithsonian institution. 


The new apparatus is a multiple-charge high-efficiency rockct of an 
entirely new deslgrn. 


*'The great snentific value of Prof. Goddard's experiments," says the 
announcement, "lies in the possibility of sending recording apparatus to 
extreme altihides within the earlli's atmosphere, 


' T h e nature of the higher levels of the air has for a long time been 
n subject of s]>eeulation as to their chemical composition, temperature, 
electrical nature, density, ozone content, etc. 
The highest level that has 
ever been reached up to the present time with the recording instruments 
is about nineteen miles, accomplished with a free balloon. 


''As the earthV atmosphere extends some 200 miles out, there is a greit 
unknown region, knowledge of wliich would greatly benefit the science 
of meteorology. 


"The balloou iirifh its recording apparatus requires several hours to 
ascend to its highest altitude, drifts horizontally for a considerable period 
of time, and may come down at a fpvat distance from its starling point. 
Its recovery by tho sender depends on the chance of its dcsccnt being no- 
ticed and on the willingness of the finder to return it. 


"Thus it may he days or weeks before the record taken is made avail- 
able. 
On the other hand, the new rocket apparatus w6uld go straight up 
and come straight down, the whole operation probably consuming less than 
half an hour. 
Thus daily observations at any desired altitude for use in 
weather prediction could be eiusily laken.'^ 


Small Cone Shaped Asia 
Minor 
Hills 
Transformed 
by Natives Into Houses 


In Asia I^Iinor, south of the Black 
sea and north of the Taurus 
moun- 
tains, is a region known in former 
times as Pappadocia» which anclen'ily 
was a province of the Persian king- 
dom. It was famous for its horses. 


Later the invading Komans found 
there an agricultural population whose 
villages looked for defense to formid- 
able fortresses 
that 
frowneii from 
nearby hilltops. These the conquerors 
destroyed. 


It is a lofty and rugged 
plateau, 
manifestly long ago the seene of tre- 
mendous volcanic activity, the burning 
miuintnins pouring forth vast 
quan- 
tities of mud, which 
hardened 
into 
rock. It is a phenomenon familiar in 
many parts of the world. But in the 
district west and southwest of Jlount 
Argaeus erosion by water and weather- 
ing has produced an extraordinary re- 
sult, the whole landscape being tliickly 
sprinkled with small cone sJiaped hills. 
The people of that district use them 
extensively for domiciliary 
purpose,«. 
It is an easy matter witli pickax and 
shovel to dig out the interior of one 
of the cones and convert it into a coin- 
foinable dwelling. 
This is done usual- 
ly in such wise as to leave "floors" in- 
tact, s(»me of the larger houses having 
as many as nine stories. 
Windows 
and a door are. of course, provided. 


Many of the houses seem to have 
been occupied since prehistoric times. 
Some of them are known to have been 
tenanted by Christian 
monks iu the 
fourth century, and it Is believed by 
arche»ologisls that the "ant hill dwel- 
lings" of ('ajipadocia were 
inhabited 
by the Ilittites 3.81H) years ago. 


Moro 
Chieftain 
Lived to 
Be Eighty-Three Years Old; 
Remarkable Age for Tropics 


The fombs of 
some 
of the More 
chiefs of the rhllipplnes are a curiou.s 
f'ombination of native Ingenuity 
and 
civilized 
finery. 
An ancient and 
dis- 
tingulshed ^loro chieftain is said to 
have lived to be 83 years old—a re- 
markable age for the tropics where 
men and wiunen mature early and die 
young, according to American 
stand- 
ards. This chleftaiu. Jienguito, was not 
only a distinguished warrior of a pow- 
erful tribe, but also a wise diplomat. 
Ho held his tribe under fit'm control 
during many turbulent periods. 
He 
was usually at peace v;ith the Span- 
iards when I hey had control of 
the 
islands, 
but 
when 
he 
occasionally 
struck, perhaps on the advent of a new 
Spanish governor-general, 
ho struck 
hard, and M-Ith .such savage ferocity 
and good generalship, followed by a 
masterly disappearance of the entire 
tribe into the jungle fastnesses, that 
the Spaniards, after some show of pur- 
suit, were glad to make a peace treaty 
and leave Pionguito to the management 
and administration of his own tribal 
affairs, AVhen the Americans took pos- 
session 
of the rhilippines. 
Benguito 
with unusual discrimination for a na- 
tive refused to bo led into the Agui- 
naldo revolution, maintaining a digni- 
fied but armed and watchful neutral- 
ity, and when he saw clearly, 
long 
ahead of the other native cliiefs, the 
rising star of tho Americans, ho grace- 
fully suggested a coalition or treaty 
with the United States which nearly 
took the breath away from the Ameri- 
can 
authorities, .some of whom 
had 
about concluded that the only way to 
make peace with the Moro was with 
n Krag rifle. 


Benguito*s body lay in state for 35 
days within his tomb, constructed of 
bamboo 
framework, 
hut 
decorated 
with white cloth 
after 
the Moslem 
fashion, for he and his tribe were de- 
v<rUt Mohammedans. The body of the 
old chief was placed in a sitting pos- 
ture.
